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NEWS OR NOT 


Sufficient Cause 


The long-distance operator had a call 
from Seattle. It was Clifford Mooers. He 
was looking at page 1151 of The Blood- 
Horse of November 12. he said. and he 
quoted from the lines under the picture 
of the finish of the Roamer Handicap: 


“Traffic Judge was unplaced.” 
“Well. he was unplaced. but maybe you 
don't know why.” 


No. probably not. The reporters on the 
scene had said only that he “broke 
sluggishly” or “dwelt at the start.” or 
something like that. 


“Well. I'll tell you what happened. 
They had a green man in his stall at the 
starting gate. and this man. the way he 
explained it later. said he had heard that 
the horse sometimes stumbled as he came 
out of the gate. so he took hold of the 
bridle to be sure he would hold the horse’s 
head up. he said. Well. the gates open. 
and he freezes to the bridle so long that 
Traffic Judge is left at the post. 


“The horse never had a chance. but he 
went on and ran a good race. With all 
that wet sand flying, Eddie said. ‘I was 
blind. and the horse was blind.’ ” 


Even without his adequate explanation 
we would have had to agree with the 
owner that Traffic Judge should have 
nothing taken away from his high reputa- 
tion because of losing the Roamer Handi- 
cap. The colt obviously had lost a 
tremendous amount of ground at the start. 
and he was still about 20 lengths behind 
the leaders at the first call. He went from 
last place to finish fifth. despite top 
weight. held bridle. and mud in the face. 


In the Hawthorne Gold Cup on October 
15. said Mooers. “Traffic Judge was fall- 
ing as he came out of the gate. and Jack 
Westrope fell off... . Yes. he actually 
hit the ground. He told me later. ‘I don’t 
know how I ever got back on him. but I 
did. Of course. I was so far back by then 
that I didn’t have a chance. but the horse 
wanted to run. and I let him go a little. 
but I didn’t want to ruin him. so I eased 
him up before it was over.’ 


“This horse was better all the time than 
anybody thought he was.” the owner 
continued. He believed that Traffic Judge 
should have won the races in which he 
finished second to Nashua and Swaps. 
“We told Boland to take back off Nashua. 
and he was 7 or 8 lengths off the pace 
when he started his move. He was mad 
as hell when he came back. ‘If I don’t ride 
to orders. I win it.’ he says.” 


How about the International? “Traffic 
Judge came out of it in good shape, but 
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he couldn't do much on that soft track. 
And maybe he’s getting a little bit tired 
of racing. He ships to California Friday. 
We'll freshen him up a little and shoot 
for the Maturity.” 


Leftovers 


Among the notes left over from Henry 
Knight's dispersal of November 3: 


Ted Yocum. of Oklahoma. says that 
horsemen in his state are going to form 
some kind of organization “so we can get 
together and talk horse and arouse more 
interest in the Thoroughbred in Okla- 
homa.” Yocum has bought from Clifford 
Mooers’ Walnut Springs Farm the young 
English-bred stallion *Magic Slipper. a 
7-year-old chestnut horse by His Slipper— 
Polina. by Canon Law. 


Joe Privette owns a 1.000-acre farm at 
Memphis. Tenn. He has 3 horses in train- 
ing with Wilbur Barton and 17 or 18 wean- 
lings at home. Privette says he was help- 
ed into the Thoroughbred sport by the 
late Frank Podesta. one of his best friends. 

Subdividers around Memphis have been 
trying to persuade him to sell some of 
his property. and Privette says he has 
peen offered “fantastic” sums. Not going 
to sell. 

Privette claims to be the biggest used- 
car dealer south of the Mason-Dixon line. 


Joe Johnson. 26, was complaining about 
the cold. It was very warm when he left 
California. and the heaviest piece of 
clothing he brought was a light sport ccat. 
He has run a riding academy for 5 years 
in Los Angeles. and about a year ago he 
bought the Tehachapi Blood Farm. an 
800-acre farm north of the city. Johnson 
is boarding 8 mares. and he owns 4 of his 
own. Not possible to buy anything from 
this sale—just looking. he said.

The Party-Crasher 


Battimore. Darkness had fallen on 
Laurel. Across the track the sound of 
sweepers knocking their brooms punctuat- 
ed the stillness and echoed through the 
empty stands. In the remote and fenced- 
off 2-building area known as International 
Village. Prendase. Atatuerk. Mahan. and 
El Chama made their final turns of the 
shed-row. The man leading El Chama 
was laughing to himself. 

In a dimly lit corner of the barn 3 men 
stood talking. “Is El Chama the best 
horse youve ever trained?” one asked. 

“No. He is not a great horse; not even 
areal good one. I have a 2-year-old named 
Buddah who can beat him doing anything. 
He is by Nearco out of a sister to the 
dam of *Nasrullah.” 

The speaker was Joseph I. LaBelle. who, 
down on his luck at Keeneland in 1952. 
decided to try Venezuela after Howard 
Underwood had persuaded him to take 


over the horses owned by Nicolas de Las 
Casas. Underwood painted a rosy picture: 
Venezuela was in the midst of a great 
boom—a horse finishing second at Caracas 
got more money than a winner at Hialeah. 
he claimed. LaBelle snapped it up. and 
has had no reason to regret his move. 


From Down to Up 


LaBelle was born 56 years ago in 
Saginaw. Mich., where his father made 
a business of breeding and selling Perch- 
He started out with trotters but 
eventually gravitated to Thoroughbreds. 
The pickings were slim, but he managed 
to win enough purses on the smaller tracks 
in Canada. Ohio. New England and Florida 
to keep body and soul together. In 1928 
he tried his hand at selling used cars but 
after a while the lure of racing called him 
back. 

A streak of hard luck in 1950 wiped out 
his stable. Outsider broke down and had 
to be destroyed. Neddiecan dropped dead 
while pulling up after a winning race. 
Meangen broke a foot bone and had to

he retired. Donna’s Ace broke a hind leg 
while breezing. Bother was wind-broken 
and had to be retired. 

LaBelle’s decision to try Venezuela was 
a turning point. In 1953 he finished tenth 
on the Venezuelan trainers’ list. Last year 
he topped the standings with 48 winners, 
46 seconds. and 38 thirds out of 280 start- 
This season he ranks third. 4 winners 
off the pace. 


ers. 


Since 40 per cent of all Venezuelans 
speak English the language barrier wasn’t 
too formidable. He gets along quite well 
on a 250-300 word Spanish vocabulary. 

LaBelle maintains his stable at Caracas’ 
Hipodromo Nacional, foremost of Vene- 
zuela’s 3 race courses. Racing is held 
there on Saturdays and Sundays. He 
trains for 4 of the “loveliest owners in the 
world.” including Dr. Carlos Vogeler 
Rincones. owner of El Rio Stud—and of 
El Chama. 


$4,000 for a Chance 


Youthful. wealthy, and well fed. Dr. 
Rincones speaks English fluently. The 
owner of a gas line construction company, 
he received his schooling in the States and 
is a graduate of the Colorado School of 
Mines. Each of the 11 horses in El Rio 


(the river) stable is named for a river. 


El] Chama is located in the Andes. 


El Chama came through on the rail to gain victory by a head over Prendase in the fourth running of Laurel’s International. 
Social Outcast (4) lost ground in the closing yards to the 2 4-year-oild colts from Venezuela. He was beaten nearly a length. 
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Spreading his hands 3 feet apart. Dr. 
Rincones said LaBelle’s face was “that 
long” when El Chama was beaten in the 
Gran Premio Simon Bolivar on October 
30. 

“El Chama got off slowly and had a lot 
of bad luck.” Dr. Rincones related. “We 
were sure he could beat the winner. 
Prendase. so when he was invited to the 
International we offered to pay our own 
expenses of about $4.000 if we could go 
along. Laurel accepted the offer but I 
understand Mr. Schapiro didn’t know for 
sure that El Chama was coming until he 
stepped off the plane. 

“El Chama and Prendase shipped to- 
gether. They boarded the plane at Caraces 
Monday afternoon and arrived in New 
York Tuesday morning after stopping over 
in Puerto Rico. To minimize the effect of 
acclimitization we planned to reach Laure! 
as close to the date of the International as 
possible. We were the last to arrive. It 
worked out perfectly. 

“Naturally I am happy to own the win- 
ner of such a fine race as the Washington, 
D. C.. International, but my greatest joy 
is that El Chama’s victory centers global 
attention on the Venezuelan Turf. It was 
in this hope that we came to Laurel.” 

Asked if he thought the drop to a sea- 
level atmosphere helped the Venezuelan 
horses. Dr. Rincones said that he was not 
sure. but it certainly didn’t hurt. Caracas 
is at an elevation of 2.700 feet. more than 
a half-mile higher than Laurel. 

Dr. Rincones planned to ship El Chama 
right back to Venezuela. but may return 
to Florida this winter for Hialeah’s grass 
stakes. Buddah. LaBelle said. will be 
nominated for the Flamingo. Everglades. 
Florida Derby. and “triple crown.” 


Soft Track, Hard Race 


It rained late into the night on the eve 
of the International. and the forecast was 
for more precipitation. but Veterans Day 
dawned clear and cool—perfect racing 
weather. The main track was sloppy and 
the thickly-matted 7-furlong turf course 
was quite soft. Because of the 13-horse 
field (overnight turf events are limited to 
10 starters) the outer rail of the infield 
strip was moved closer to the main track’s 
inner rail to afford additional room for the 
walk-up start. 

Raul Bustamente was too eager with El 
Chama in the first walk-up. causing starter 
Eddie Blind to call for another alignment. 
On the second attempt the field represent- 
ing 7 nations lined up in reasonably good 
order. and Blind flagged them on. *Prefect 
II’s nose was first to emerge from the 
pack, but he soon was joined by Prendase 
and Atatuerk. Aeschylus and El Chama 
followed in close proximity around the first 
turn. 

Passing the stands the first time. Johnny 
Longden had *Prefect II on the 2-length 
lead. with Prendase running strongly in 
his wake. Aeschylus and Atatuerk raced 
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Dr. Carlos Vogeler Rincones, owner 
of El Chama, and jockey Bustamente. 


abreast. and next came El Chama and 
Mister Gus. also running as a team. Social 
Outcast and Traffic Judge. slow to get 
under way. still trailed. 

By the time the field had straightened 
out on the backstretch Prendase had _re- 
placed the faltering *Prefect Il on the 
pace. Atatuerk was dropping back. Mister 
Gus spurted up to second and almost as 
suddenly fell back. Taking the final turn 
the last time. El Chama moved closer to 
the leader as Social Outcast commenced his 
overland move in earnest. 

Bending for home. the real race begun. 
with the 13-horse field now reduced to 3 
contenders. Gutierrez released the brake 
and Prendase again shot forward. swing- 
ing out just far enough to permit the 
rail-running El Chama to slip through. 
Social Outcast. kept outside to avoid back- 
ing-up horses. appeared ready to sweep 
past the Latins. but in the moment of 
truth he hung. The Venezuelans ran the 
last quarter like a first quarter. 

During these last desperate yards. Fl 
Chama on the hedge. and Prendase. hard 
by his right flank. inched away from the 
Vanderbilt gelding. At the finish Fl 
Chama was a head to the good of his 
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countryman, with neither ready to call jt 
quits. Social Outcast was beaten 3 quart. 
ers of a length. Panaslipper was fourth, 
lengths farther back. 


The Least Likely

The International was El Chama’s 
seventh win in 11 starts this season. He 
also has been second once and third once, 
He is by the sire of Jungle King. which 
won Argentina’s Gran Premio Internacion. 
al (Pellegrini) last year. 

El Chama’s time for the 12 furlongs 
over a soft track was well off 
Wilwyn’s race record of 2:30. but quite 
good when compared with 
2:4745 over a soggy strip. 


Fisherman’s 


Of the Americans. only Aeschylus had 
any excuse. He was bumped by the win- 
ner at the halfway mark but it was doubt. 
ful that his sudden and complete collapse 
could be attributed to this misfortune. 
Traffic Judge. beaten about 14 lengths. 
confirmed suspicions that he was tailing 
off. Mister Gus might have appreciated 
firmer footing for his first turf course 
excursion. but he. too. appeared somewhat 
worn. 

Panaslipper. Darius. and Atatuerk need 
a hard track for their best. but the Inter- 
national is a quarter-mile longer than 
Darius and Atatuerk care to travel in top 
company. Nucleus didn’t run at any stage 
of the race and finished a well beaten 
last. Co-trainer Mrs. Helen Houghton- 
Johnson was at a loss to explain his dismal 
showing until later. when the 3-year-old 
was found to have a filled leg. 

Social Outcast ran his usual honest and 
commendable race. which is all to the 
credit of the pair which beat him—and to 
the horsemanship displayed by Raul 
Bustamente. aboard the winner. and Angel 
Gutierrez, on the runner-up. Bustamente’s 
post-race comment was: “Very good 
jockeys. very good horses. and an awful 
lot of good luck.” 

El Chama’s victory was truly an inter- 
national one. He was bred in Argentina. 
owned by a Venezuelan. trained by an 
American, ridden by a Chilean, and rubbed 
by an Italian emigrant. 

Businesswise. International day was one 
of the biggest in Laurel’s history. The 
attendance of 32.450 established a new 
high and the $1.915.809 handle was the 
second best in the track’s books. The 
mutuels pool on the International itself 
established a new single-race record.

The Harrow 


Los ANGELEs. Since “scarifiers” are so 
popular now with horsemen out this way, 
Santa Anita Park will have its own iron 
monster to groom the racing strip this 
coming winter. 

Of course. the track cannot use the 
name “scarifier.” because that is patented. 
The 4-ton piece of track equipment bears 
the rather unwieldly name of the Improved 
Santa Anita Cutting Harrow. and racing 
men undoubtedly will draw many compari- 
sons between it and the McDonald Scari- 
fier. which was used so successfully last 
summer at Del Mar. Horsemen will find 
that Santa Anita’s new harrow will do 
about the same job—and just about as 
efficiently. 

According to Santa Anita officials. the 
new harrow was discussed 2 years ago. 
although construction work was started 
only last June. It is rectangular in shape. 
9 feet wide. and it has a cutting width of 
10 feet. 4 inches. The MeDonald Scarifier 
used at Del Mar had a cutting width of 16 
feet. The harrow. with an over-all length 
of 25 feet. will circle the mile track every 
12 minutes. The Scarifier makes a trip 
around the track every 8 minutes. 

Probably the main difference between 
the Scarifier and the harrow is that the 
former moved dirt from its forward edge 
to its sides. and from front to back. all at 
the same time. McDonald said that dur- 
ing the Del Mar meeting soil that was in 
front of the grandstand was moved to the 
backstretch and returned to the front of 
the grandstand—in other words. it traveled 
a full mile—before the season closed. Not 
so with the harrow. While it fluffs and 
aerates the soil and establishes a firm. even 
bottom. it does not move the soil substanti- 
ally. Presumably. there is no point to 
moving it. anyway. if it is all uniform. 

Santa Anita’s harrow is pulled by a 
rubber-tired tractor. which supplies the 
hydraulic power to operate the cutting 
blade. The blade can be set at any depth 
desired. and an absolutely even bottom 
ean be cut from the racing strip. 

By way of illustrating the cutting edges. 
the tractor was driven on to a concrete 
area and the teeth lowered. When they 
hit bottom. they acted as an elevator. lift- 
ing the remainder of the harrow right off 
the ground. The point is that. once the 
edges are set. they are likely to remain 
that way. 

Last winter Santa Anita had what was 
probably its finest track in history. But 
the addition of the new harrow to its 
track equipment seems to be following a 
trend prevalent in California now. 

After the Hollywood Park meeting last 
summer. officials of the HBPA wrote 
letters to all associations in California 
asking them to adopt the Scarifier. or 
something as good. They claimed too 
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The Santa Anita Cutting Harrow is inspected by Dr. Charles H. Strub, executive

The rectangular 
construction of the harrow allows it to condition the dirt under the rail. 


many horses were going sore. Del Mar 
used the Scarifier and everyone was happy. 
Bay Meadows had other equipment which 
Bill Kyne insisted was just as good. Santa 
Anita now has a harrow that should do the 
job as efficiently as anything yet invent- 
ed. It’s a trend. all right. and a good one.

Plans for Swaps 


Los ANGELES. Swaps is ready to return 
to training. and his first objective will be 
the 11,-mile San Antonio Handicap at 
Santa Anita Park on February 11. If all 
goes well. he will follow up in the 114- 
mile Santa Anita Handicap 2 weeks later 
and the San Juan Capistrano at about 
134-miles on the turf March 10. closing 
day.

Swaps has been showing a lot of playful 
zip in his paddock at the Chino ranch in 
recent weeks. 


“The foot that was operated on has 
grown out all right.” Ellsworth said. “But 
we won't be able to tell how solid and 
sound it is until it is tested more thorough- 
ly.” 

The coronets were blistered to speed 
growth of the hoofs. and Ellsworth planned 
to blister the ankle before Swaps is sent 
to Santa Anita to start galloping. about 
Thanksgiving Day. The blistering — is 
normal procedure for all the farm’s horses. 


and Ellsworth said there is nothing wrong 
with the big chestnut’s ankles. 

“He's in good condition.” Ellsworth said. 
“He'd lost some weight during last season’s 
campaign and the shipping. but in recent 
weeks he’s got that back and some more. 
too.” 

Among the stable’s 40 horses already at 
Santa Anita is Swaps’ yearling sister. The 
hands are high on her potential. Ellsworth 
recently flew to Upperville. Va.. to aid in 
selecting the mares Mrs. Richard Lunn’s 
Llangollen Farm will keep in California in 
the future. along with the © stallion 
*Endeavour Il. Some of the mares will 
go to *Khaled next vear. 

A ventilation system. popular in Palm 
Springs. was adapted by Ellsworth for 3 
individual stud barns he’s building at the 
Chino farm. A fan on top of the tile- 
roofed. fire-proof barn is designed to help 
control flies as well as to ventilate. 

Ellsworth hopes to transfer 1956 breed- 
ing operations to Chino from the Ontario 
farm. 7 miles to the east. Gites E. Wright

The best a trainer had been able to do 
previously was Horace Allyn Jones’ $1.- 
334,805 in 1947, when Calumet’s Citation 
and Bewitch were 2 and Armed was rais- 
ing havoc among older horses. 

Mr. Fitz made it clear that while he 
had been able to set a record with the 
efforts of 3 good horses there were others 
in his barn which were worthy. “There 
are at least 3 horses in my barns which 
haven't even been able to win a race this 
year. Theyre each worth $15,000 on the 
block, or more. but they can’t win stakes 
and they can’t be put in claimers. so what 
am I going to do with them? You must 
have the top or the bottom to do anv 
good. Otherwise an owner can invest in 
a good horse and not be able to get a 
chance at anywhere near the number of 
races a cheap claimer gets a shot at.” 

Two horses which vaguely fit into this 
category were being put in a van for the 
first leg of a journey to California. Ogden 
Phipps was sending his Great Captain 
and Privacy to the West Coast under 
George Strate’s handling while Mr. Fitz 
went to Florida with the rest of the horses. 

Two of the Fitzsimmons horses which 
will entrain for Florida are High Voltage 
and Misty Morn. Mr. Fitz said, “How 
are you going to pick between them? And 
if you cant make up your mind. how 
are you going to pick around them?” 

Here is Mr. Fitz’s personal evaluation of 
High Voltage and Misty Morn. It was 
given shortly after Misty Morn won the 
$75,000 Gallant Fox Handicap at 15, 
miles, a few days after the same stable’s 
High Voltage finished 9 lengths back in 
the mud against George D. Widener’s 
Rare Treat in the Firenze Handicap over 
the same track. 

“They are 2 different kinds of fillies. 
Ull take the gray (High Voltage) at five- 
eighths to 1', miles. if she runs her race. 
but the little mare (Misty Morn) always 
runs the best she can on any sort of a 
track. High Voltage has the speed. even 
though she does not give her best at all 
times. being a hussy when she _ pleases. 
Misty Morn probably couldn't win a 
seven-eighths race any place but she is 
good at a distance and. of course, always 
runs her best race. I guess it’s sort of 
which type of filly you really like. and 

you have to choose. I have them both.” 


Pat O'BRIEN 
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AUSTRALIA 
Record for Rising Fast 


SypNEY. Rising Fast has become the 
greatest money winner in the history of 
the Turf in Australia. On the closing day 
of the VRC Cup carnival. 5 days after he 
was narrowly beaten under 140 pounds 
in the Melbourne Cup. he took first prize 
of £3.500 in the weight-for-age C. B. Fisher 
Plate. 115 miles. He defeated Ray Ribbon 
by a nostril. then survived an objection, 
after the stewards had spent 25 minutes 
making up their minds. 

Five of the 6 runners were bred in New 
Zealand. The only Australian runner was 
Electro. which finished last. Electro is 
owned by E. R. Williams. whose Hydrogen 
had earned £59.444. surpassing *Phar 
Lap’s record of £56425 earned in 
Australia. Of *Shannon II’s total earn- 
ings of £58.648. only £18.987 was won 
in Australia. First money in the Fisher 
Plate raised Rising Fast’s total to £60.- 
665 ($135.890 at the current rate of $2.24). 

The record of *Phar Lap was establish- 
ed when opportunities were much lower 
than today. For example. when Hydrogen 
wen the Cox Plate at Moonee Valley in 
the 1953-54 season. first money was £3.- 
000: *Phar Lap got £750 for winning the 
same weight-for-age event in the 1930-31 
season. and the next year took down £400 
in winning it again. *Phar Lap would 
have licked Hydrogen at distances from 
5 furlongs to 5 miles. 

As a sequel to the Melbourne Cup. the 
stewards suspended Neville  Sell- 
wood. rider of the winning Toparoa. for 
2 menths on the basis of alleged interfer- 
ence to Rising Fast near the finish? The 
charge was made by the stewards them- 
selves. W. Williamson. who rode Rising 
Fast. did not think it worth while to enter 
a protest. Indeed. he has stated that 
Toparoa did not touch his horse and did 
not affect his chance of winning.

OBITUARY 


George Ohrstrom 


George Ohrstrom. 61, publisher of the 
Middleburg (Va.) Chronicle, died of a 
heart attack at his home near The Plains, 
Va.. on November 9. 

A native of Ford River, Mich.. Mr, 
Ohrstrom was a graduate of the University 
of Michigan, and he served in the Army 
Air Corps in World War I. After the war 
he entered the investment banking  busi- 
ness in New York City, forming his own 
company in 1925. specialized in 
utility financing and among the companies 
he helped finance were Southern Natural 
Gas. Oklahoma Natural Gas. and People’s 
Light and Power. 

Mr. Ohrstrom’s principal racing interest 
was steeplechasing.

Three years later he bought the Chronicle 
and became its publisher.

Ridgefield Quarantine Ended 
C. P. Edwards Jr.s Ridgefield Farm. 


Lexington. which was quarantined in 
August after a mare died of equine in- 
fectious anemia. last week was released 
from the order by the Kentucky State 
Veterinarian. Dr. L. L. Breeck. 


The announcement that animals now 
could leave the farm was made by Dr. 
H. H. Sutton. the examining veterinarian. 
who gave the following report to The 
Blood-Horse: 

“Equine infectious anemia was diagnosed 
in a mare on this farm on August 9. 
1955. This was a confirmed diagnosis 
based on animal inoculation at the Animal 


Pathology Department. University of Ken- 
tucky. 

“The farm was quarantined on August 
9, 1955. The remaining animals were 
bled. and test horses were inoculated. 
Temperatures were taken night and morn- 
ing on the test animals. and on the 
horses on the farm, No temperature rises 
oecurred. Autopsy on the test animals: 
showed no lesions of equine infectious 
anemia. 

“Ninety days after quarantine. and 
pursuant to telephonic permission of the 
State Veterinarian. the first are 
ready to leave the farm.”

Two Argentine-bred colts from Venezuela had 
a lesson in humility for anyone who had a notion 
that it was unnecessary to go beyond North America 
and Europe to assemble a representative field for 
an international race. El Chama and Prendase 
(PREN-dah-say) left no doubt in the minds of 
spectators that they were best, and the manner in 
which they turned on for the final drive was proof 
enough of their class. (For an account of the 
running. see page 1211.) 

There was some speculation that coming down 
from the altitude of Caracas had worked to the 
advantage of the Venezolanos, but a drop from 2,700 
feet hardly appeared enough to account for the 
lacing given Social Outcast and other good ones. 
The winner and second were accepted without 
reservation as good horses. 

El Chama and Prendase carried the full scale 
weight of 126 pounds for 4-year-olds. though both 
of them are approximately 3 years old by the 
calendar. (The Brazilian Jockey Club recently re- 
vised its seale of weights to make allowances for 
horses foaled in the northern hemisphere, but there 
has been no such reciprocal allowance in the 
countries north of the equator.) 

Prendase was bred at the famous Chapadmalal 
Stud in Argentina, and was named Darkie when 
he was sold by auction for 150,000 
October 6, 1953. El Chama, bred by the Hara- 
Don Santiago of L. Garbarini and C. E. Leonardini. 
was sold the next day for 50.000 pesos ($3,725) to 
Fernando A. Calonge. agent. who trained him the 
following year for the Mecha Stable. El Shah, as 
El Chama was known in Argentina, made 5 starts 
as a 2-vear-old. He was second the first time out. 
in the Premier Paso, again, then 
won the 1.400-meter Premio Mironton, beating the 
high-class Doron by 2 lengths. He was unplaced 
to Jungle King and third in the Handicap Opcional. 

In the latter half of 1954. as a 3-yvear-old. El 
Shah won 2 of his 4 races. Both victories were at 
1.800 meters (about 14% miles), and in the second 
of them he was timed in 1:4735 while defeating the 
good colt Gulf-Weed. He was fourth to Jungle 
King in a 1.500-meter clasico and unplaced in the 
Premio Comparacion, a top-class race at 2.200 
meters. His earnings for the year were 102,000 
pesos ($7.395). 

In Venezuela, where both Darkie and El Shah 
were moved some time in the early months of 1955, 
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their names were changed. Prendase (Darkie) won 
6 races in succession, climaxing his campaign with 
a $30,000 victory in the 2,000-meter Gran Premio 
Simon Bolivar. the country’s biggest weight-for-age 
race. on October 31. Last in that race was the 
3-year-old champion El Griego, which had attempted 
“una sprintada suicida.” Third, beaten 6% lengths 
for first money and a second, was El 
Chama, which previously had won 6 of his 9 starts

When Prendase get an invitation to run in the 
International at Laurel, El Chama’s owner offered 
to pay his own expenses to the race, and the entry 
was accepted on that condition. 

El Chama’s sire. Claro, won

Dullingham Stakes and 1%4-mile Great Foal Stakes. 
He was second to Honeyway in the 1%4-mile

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STUD MANAGERS COURSE 


Fences, Worms, and Teeth 


Forty-one persons from 12 states and 
Canada gathered in Lexington last week 
for the fifth annual Stud Managers Course. 
sponsored by the American Thoroughbred 
Breeders Association, the Grayson Founda- 
tion. and the College of Agriculture of 
the University of Kentucky. In 3 days the 
enrollees heard discussions on farm man- 
agement. basic veterinary subjects. the en- 
docrine system of the horse, organization 
of harness racing. genetics. stallion re- 
cords. laboratory aids to diagnosis. soil 
analysis and use of fertilizer. respiratory 
diseases. lameness. wobblers. and swamp 
fever. Brief summaries of the discussions 
are given below. 


FARM MANAGEMENT 


The course opened with a panel a discus- 
sion on various phases of farm manage- 
ment. Francis McKenzie. manager of 
Castleton Farm. Lexington. was moderator. 
and other members of the panel were 
Charles A. Kenney. manager of Stoner 
Creek Stud. Paris. Ky.; Lou Doherty. 
owner of the Stallion Station. Lexington: 
Dr. D. L. Proctor, Lexington veterinarian: 
and Robert W. Rouse. Lexington. con- 
sultant for a commercial fertilizer com- 
pany. 

Types of Fencing 


KENNEY. It is difficult) to prevent 
“fence-eating” unless black tar is used. . . 
Wire fencing is cheaper than a wood 
fence A rod (16-feet) of oak panel 
fence now costs between $8 and 10. Wire 
fence is $3.75 a rod. However. if a wire 
fence is used it should be tightly woven 
so that a horse cannot get his foot through 
it. If a wood fence is desired. a lot of 
money can be saved by reducing the 
number of planks. Three planks usually 
are enough. if the bottom plank is low 
enough to prevent a horse from getting 
caught under it. but 4 probably is a safer 
number. Five-plank fences are a waste 
of money. For a wire fence. 58 inches is 
the best height. but 50 inches will do. with 
a top plank. 


Examination of Foaling Mares 


PROCTOR. It is not necessary to 
culture all mares. Mares should not be 
examined until 2 or 3 days after foaling. 
The old practice of examining a mare on 
the day she foals increases the chance for 
injury or infection. or both. .. . No mare 
should be bred on the ninth day unless 
she has been examined. If the mare is 
examined and found to be in good condi- 
tion, she can be bred with safety on the 
ninth day. However. even if she is in 
condition to breed, statistics indicate that 
she would have a better chance to get in 
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foal if she were not bred until the next 
heat period. One large farm in central 
Kentucky kept records on all 9-day breed- 
ings. and conception averaged about 25 
per cent. 


DOHERTY. At the Stallion Station we 
have kept records. With 9-day mares, 22 
per cent got in foal on the first cover. The 
figure rose to 40 per cent for mares bred 
in the next heat period. 


Use of Manure 


PROCTOR. I don't think fresh manure 
should be spread on pastures. It should 
be composted and spread when it is well 
rotted. 


KENNEY. We keep all of the manure 
on our farm. As much as possible we 
pile it and let it rot. but sometimes it 
is spread directly on a field. I don’t think 
that spreading fresh manure is the best 
practice. but often it is difficult to pile 
all of your manure if you have many 
horses. 

ROUSE. You should use all of the 
manure you can get. It has things which 
you can’t get out of a sack. I think that 
it is better if it is rotted before it is applied 
to pasture. 


DOHERTY. Composting the manure 
kills a lot more of the worm eggs. and 
therefore is worth the trouble. al- 
most impossible to kill all the eggs. how-

Worms and Worming 


PROCTOR. There are kinds of 
parasites which bother the horse: stron- 
glyes. ascarids (round worms). pin worms.

Ascarids are found only in young horses. 
usually those under 3. and they usually 
are the greatest) problem in’ sucklings. 
weanlines. and yearlings. Several years 
ago Dr. A. C. Todd. who then was at the 
University of Kentucky and now is at the 
University of Wisconsin. tested various 
treatments for ascarids in a group of foals 
at the Ernst Farm. He found it most 
efficient to start using carbon disulphide 
when the foal was 12 weeks old. and to 
repeat treatment at 14 and 16 weeks. The 
period between 12 and 16 weeks seems 
to be the time of greatest infestation. After 
the treatment at 16 weeks. the foal doesn’t 
have to be treated again until late fall. 
| Kenney said he wormed for ascarids when 
the foal was 2 months old. then repeated at 
2-month intervals through the year. | 

Until recently carbon disulphide has 
been the most effective treatment for 
ascarids. but its principal disadvantage 
was its ineffectiveness against the larvae.

The Horse’s Teeth 


SAGER. I think the teeth of most 
horses are worked with too much. [ don’t 
think that it is necessary to check the teeth 
of mares at the farm on a regular schedule. 
If any mare is not in top condition, the 
teeth should be checked as part of an 
examination. Young horses definitely 
should be checked before breaking. You 
will avoid mouth injuries by checking 
them before you let an exercise boy start 
pulling on them. 

McGEE. Mares should be checked 
occasionally. Teeth trouble may get too 
severe to correct if you wait until the 
mare gives some external signs. This is

especially true if a tooth is getting too 
long—a simple thing to correct early. 

ENDICOTT. We check the teeth of all 
mares in the fall. and the yearlings’ teeth 
before breaking time. 


Methods of Weaning 
ENDICOTT. We don't have any 


particular time to wean. except that we 
don’t wean before the foal is 5 months old. 
I think the test should be whether the 
foal is eating well, not his age. For 
several weeks before weaning we run the 
mares and foals in the field in which the 
foals will stay after weaning. On the day 
we wean we take the mares away and 
leave the foals in their own stalls. in a 
barn which has solid doors. We shut all 
the doors, which seems to keep the foals 
more quiet than if they are able to see 
each other. We keep them in the barn for 
3 days, then turn them out. 
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SAGER. I think that 5 months is a 
good age for weaning. If you leave the 
foal with the mare longer than that. the 
foal is very slow to accept feed. We re- 
verse the procedure followed by Mr. Endi- 
cott. The mares stay in their stalls and 
the foals are taken to another barn. I 
think the most important thing is not to 
keep the mares in the barn. I think they 
settle down much better in the field. 


McGEE. I agree that 5 months is about 
the right time for weaning. I would like to 
mention the method of weaning used at 
Castleton Farm. I don’t think any other 
farm in the area has used the Castleton 
method. but it seems to work very well. 
Castleton weans by degrees. If they have 
20 mares in a field. they bring a van into 
the field one day and haul away 4 mares. 
leaving their foals. The next day they 
take 4 more. and so on until the entire 
group is weaned. Francis McKenzie tells

me that the foals never seem to get upset. 
and it doesn’t seem to bother them that 
other foals in the field still have their 
dams with them. 


False Pregnancies 


SAGER. I think that many of the so- 
called false pregnancies are not false. The 
mare gets in foal and later loses the foal 
without ever giving any external signs. 
This is particularly true between 45 and 
70 days. A mare will be examined at 45 
days and found to be in foal. At 70 days 
the same mare will be barren. The usual 
assumption is that the veterinarian made a 
mistake. In many cases the veterinarian 
was right on both examinations. What 
happened was that the fetus was absorbed. 
... The fetus is not actually absorbed in 
the reproductive tract of the mare, but it is 
destroyed by an enzyme and expelled 
through the cervix as a liquid. I caught 


such a mare this spring just as she was 
expelling the fetus in liquid form. Unless 
I had been present at the time this was 
happening I would not have known that 
the fetus ever had been expelled. There 
would have been no external evidence for 
a stableman to report. 

Another example of false pregnancy, or 
the appearance of a false pregnancy, 
occurs in the mare which carries a dead 
fetus for some time. This mare will not 
come back in heat while the dead fetus 
is carried. In this case the fetus is not 
absorbed, but at some time in the early 
days of pregnancy it stops growing, 
Usually the fetus will be expelled before 
it has been carried more than 6 months— 
Dr. Ed Caslick reported one such fetus 
was carried 2 years—and usually it is too 
late to breed the mare. 


Use of Vitamins 


SAGER. The 2 vitamins which the 
horse needs most are A and D, and there 
is no reason for a horse to be deficient 
in either vitamin if he receives good oats, 
hay. and grass. 

McGEE. I don’t think a normal horse 
needs vitamin supplements. except possibly 
an occasional dose of vitamin A, 

ENDICOTT. example of what 
vitamin A can do was a foal which was 
born blind on our farm. We gave the foal 
100.000 units of vitamin A, and restored 
his sight. We also have experimented 
with a group of yearlings. giving vitamin 
A to half of them. not giving vitamin A 
to the other half. Those that got the 
vitamin A had better-looking coats. 


ENDOCRINE SYSTEM 


At the Monday night session Dr. Fred 
N. Andrews. professor of animal husbandry 
and assistant dean of the Graduate School 
at Purdue University. discussed the 
endocrine system of horses. 

ANDREWS. The master gland in the 
horse’s endocrine system is the anterior 
pituitary, which regulates the thyroid and 
adrenal glands in both sexes, the ovary 
in the mare, and the testis in the stallion. 

The thyroid gland secretes thyroxine. 
which regulate energy metabolism. The 
thyroid gland in horses has the same fune- 
tion as in humans. A horse with an over- 
active thyroid is more lively than one 
with an underactive thyroid. Logically 
it would follow that a horse might run 
better if he had a little more thyroxine— 
at least, that is the line of reasoning which 
undoubtedly has been followed by some 
trainers. However. it does not enable a 
race horse to run faster. 

The adrenal glands produce 2 of the 
hody’s most important hormones—corti- 
sone and adrenalin. Cortisone. which is 
produced by the cortex (outer portion) 
of the adrenal glands. enables the in- 
dividual to do more work under stress. It 
is one of the most dangerous hormones in 
the hands of the amateur, since it can

(central portion) of the adrenal glands. 
affects the circulatory system and the level 
of blood sugar. Sudden increases in 
adrenalin) can give individual a 
tremendous amount of energy for a brief 
period. The man who by himself carries 
a grand piano out of a burning house 
draws upon adrenalin for his tremendous 
energy. A short time later he may not be 
able to pick up the piano stool. This is 
another hormone which may have been 
used on the race track, but we have no 
data. The use of adrenalin is not as 
dangerous to the sex organs as is the use 
of cortisone: 

We now will turn to the hormones which 
have a direct effect upon the regulation 
of reproduction. Many horsemen cannot 
understand why a horse with good sexual 
drive may not be able to sire foals. The 
answer to this problem is provided by the 
gonadotropic hormones which are secreted 
by the anterior pituitary. The gonado- 
tropic hormones are the follicle-stimulating 
hormones. usually referred to as FSH. and 
the luteinizing hormones. usually referred 
to as LH. We know that sperm must be 
produced by the testis if a horse is to be 
fertile. FSH stimulates sperm production 
in the seminiferous tubules of the testis. 
LH stimulates the interstitial cells of the 
testis to produce testosterone. commonly 
called the male hormone. which is neces- 
sary for good sexual drive. The produe- 
tion of sperm and testosterone are not 
dependent upon each other. A horse may 
be high in sexual drive and low in sperm 
production. or he may be low in sexual 
drive and high in sperm production. The 
first condition is much more common than 
the second. You can see that a drastic 
mistake may be made if you try to improve 
a horse’s fertility with an injection of 
testosterone: I know of no surer method 
of getting temporary sterility. If you in- 
ject. testosterone. the anterior pituitary 
immediately slows down its production of 
the gonadotropic hormones. 

Testosterone. in additon to stimulating 
sex drive. aids in development and fune- 
tion of male genital organs; aids in 
development of male sex characteristics: 
stimulates muscular development; and in- 
creases the number of red blood cells. 

In the mare the gonadotropic hormones 
regulate the ovary. FSH stimulates the 
growth of the Graafian follicle (the vessel 
in which the egg is contained). and 
stimulates the secretion of estrogen. the 
female hormone. Increasing amounts of 
estrogen decrease the amount of FSH 
secreted and stimulate the secretion of LH. 
which is the hormone responsible for 
ovulation (the discharge of the egg from 
the Graafian follicle). 

The functions of estrogen:

estrus or heat: aids in development and 
function of female genital organs: aids in 
development of female sex characteris- 
tics: assists in uterine development for 
pregnancy: assists in mammary develop- 
ment: increases muscular activity of 
uterus: and increases blood and secretory 
activity of uterus. 

Another hormone which affects repro- 
duction in the mare is progesterone. which 
is secreted by the corpus luteum of the 
ovary. Progesterone aids in development 
of uterine mucosa: aids in) mammary 
development: regulates ovarian activity. 
preventing follicle development and estrus 
when the mare is in foal; and aids in 
maintenance of pregnancy. 

At first glance it appears that hormones 


would offer an easy way to assure 
pregnancy in the mare. Since LH is 


responsible for ovulation, it would seem 
practical to inject LH near the breeding 
time. thus assuring that ovulation would 
occur while the sperm was present in the 
reproductive tract. But such an injection 
is not practical. because we don’t have 
pure sources of LH. and we don’t know 
how much should” given to 
accomplish the desired results. 

In a few years we may know more about 
hormone therapy. At present the informa- 
tion is very scarce. because of lack of 
research on hormones in the horse. In- 
formation obtained from experiments on 
other animals is not applicable to the horse 
in many instances. Dan M. Bowmar III

A sign on the new. white- 
plank fence at the 327-acre Rothmore 
Farm. near Hebron. reads: “No Hunting. 
No Trespassing. Kelly Rides Here.” 

Kelly is Coleman J. Kelly. an indefatig- 
able. 74-year-old Irishman whose occupa- 
tion is with the Chicago 
sewage-treatment plant and whose avoca- 
tion is Thoroughbred literature, pedigrees 
(he’s a man). and Rothmore 
Farm. 

Kelly is a close personal friend of Ed 
Roth Sr.. who bought and developed Roth- 
more for his 21-year-old son, Ed Roth Jr.. 
And it was Kelly who at 6:30 o'clock one 
morning had bounced into my room at 
Chicago's Webster Hotel. found my hat 
and notebook. and led me downstairs to 
breakfast. Kelly had taken the day into 
his own hands: he and Ed Roth’s brother 
Dan would see that I saw as many farms 
as possible before sundown, and anything 
I missed that day Kelly would arrange 
for the next. 

Dan Roth. a husky. hatless executive 
for his brother’s coal business. tucked us 
into his Chrysler. and for the next hour 
he and Kelly talked ponies. Thorough- 
breds. gangsters. and Masonry. I sat in 
Kelly's cigar smoke and listened. 

About 25 miles northwest of Chicago. 
where there was some swell and roll to 
the land. Dan Roth braked into a climb- 
ing driveway which circled to a_ long. 
low building on top of a moderate hill. 
A slight. red-haired. youthful-looking man 
in a brown suit popped out of a screened 
porch on the near side of the building 
and waved us inside. After introducing 
himself to me as Ed Roth. he led us into

Roman Bath and Mostest 


Roth called for his son. who came in 
from the back of the house. shook hands 
all around. and exchanged good-natured 
insults with Kelly. Then the father. 
motioning us to follow. led the way through 
the kitchen and a kind of closed-in breeze- 
way into one end of a 270-foot long. 42- 
stall broodmare and _ stallion barn. 

In the first stall on the left was Roman 
Bath. one of Rothmore’s 2 stallions. Eddie 
went into the stall and led the horse out 
into the hallway. showing us a handsome. 
masculine-looking stallion of about 16 
hands. a son of Roman and the Man 0° 
War mare War Swept. The horse stood 
quietly while Kelly fussed around him 
rubbing his nose and slapping his should- 
ers. “This is my baby.” Kelly said. “Look 
at him. You ever seen a more beautiful 
horse? Look at that eve and that head. 
Youre going to hear from this honey.” 

Roth said that Roman Bath. which went 
into the stud in 1954 after a 5-vear 
campaign during which he earned $103.- 
096. was bred to 8 mares at Rothmore this 
year. and he will be bred to 12 next year. 
Mostly the mares will come from Roth- 
more’s 1]l-head broodmare band. because 
there aren’t many mares in IIlinois which 
the Roths want to breed the horse to. 

Eddie said he—and sometimes Kelly— 
gave Roman Bath his exercise by riding

him every day over the farm. He did the 
same for the 8-year-old stallion Mostest, 
an 8-vear-old chestnut horse by *Blenheim 
1I—Two Bob. by The Porter. which had 
won $61.625 in 6 years at the race track, 

“There are some things I want to show 
you about this place. and I think you'll say 
youve never seen anything like it. not 
even in Kentucky.” Roth said as his son 
returned Mostest to his stall. He pointed 
to the back wall of Roman Bath’s stall to 
a long metal duct which ran the length of 
the barn near the ceiling. then to a series 
of large fans near the ceiling on the other 
side of the barn. “Over here. on the left. 
is the air intake. and you'll notice that 
the duct has a ventilator over each. stall 
for even distribution of air. On the 
other side are the exhaust fans. The 4 
fans pull 3.720 cubic feet of air across 
this barn every minute.” 


Chopped Straw and Conveyors 


Roth called to his son for a ladder, 
which quickly was set up under the duct 
in Roman Bath’s stall. “Get up here 
while I hold the ladder.” he said. “Now 
put your handkerchief in front of the 
ventilator. See how the air makes it 
stand out?” I got down and young Ed 
put the ladder away. 

“Now I want you to tell me if you've 
ever seen anything like this before.” Roth 
indicated what seemed to be a wooden 
apron which ran in front of each stall on 
both sides of the barn’s hallway. He 
pulled up a metal ring set into the wooden 
runner in front of one stall and lifted. 
The wooden piece opened on a hinge. and 
inside, about 2 feet below the surface of 
the floor, was a kind of conveyor belt. 

“You'll notice that we lime the stalls 
every day and that we use only chopped 
straw on the floor. Chopped straw 
absorbs the urine better than ordinary 
straw. and it is easier to clean up. Here’s

where the conveyor comes in handy: a man 
with a light rake can scoot the soiled 
straw into the conveyor. and he can clean 
out a stall in about a minute and a half. 
The conveyor takes the soiled straw out 
back and dumps it into a wagon to be 
hauled away.” 

Roth explained that the conveyor had 
a continuous belt which ran up one side 
of the hallway and down the other. He 
got the idea from a coal mine he owns at 
Caney Creek. Ky. 

“Tell you a funny story about his con- 
vevyor. When I designed it. I figured it 
would cost me about $3.000. Well. it cost 
$9.000. But did you ever see anything like 
it in Kentucky?” 

Kelly was eager to show off the mares. 
so the party filed from the barn and set 
out on foot across the fields.

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The Deceptive Perspective 


The evening of Tuesday, November 8, 
in the program of the stud managers 
course at the University of Kentucky. was 


tics and pedigrees. The moderator was 
Dr. Dewey G. Steele. professor of genetics 
at the University. The other panel mem- 
bers were Alfred Roberts Jr.. of Winga- 
neek Farm (show horses); Dr. E. W. 
Thomas, veterinarian; Olin Gentry, man- 
ager of Danada Farm; and J. A. Estes. of 
The Blood-Horse. 

One of the early problems was presented 
by a well enlightened farm manager from 
Alabama. He had been at the sales. he 
said, and in the interval between the 
auctions and the stud managers course 
he had read in The Blood-Horse an article 
on broodmare sire probabilities which 
said, with regard to the selection of 
broodmare prospects, “The sire is no more 
important than the dam, and neither of 
them is as important as demonstrated rac- 
ing class.” 

The gentleman also had read. in the 
Thoroughbred Record, an article which in- 
cluded lists of Kentucky Derby, Preakness. 
and Belmont Stakes winners from 1915 
through 1955, with the racing class of 
their dams indicated by notations for 
stakes winners. winners, non-winners, and 
unraced mares. In the 41 years only 7 
stakes winners had produced Derby win- 
ners, only 6 stakes winners had produced 
Preakness winners. and only 9 had had 
Belmont winners. 

In short, the man was confused. 
Beginning an answer. I set forth a 
generalization; 


In any attempt to determine probabilities 
in breeding Thoroughbreds, there is one 
infallible method of reaching erroneous 
conclusions: take any group of GOOD 
HORSES and study their pedigrees. 
As soon as you have limited yourself to 
a group of classic winners, for instance, 
to search for the probabilities involved in 
breeding future classic winners, you have 
assured a meaningless result. The road 
backwards from established success leads 
straight to error. 


I emphasized this principle several times 
during the discussion, in reference to the 
dams of the American “triple crown” 
winners, in reference to the Bruce Lowe 
figure guide, and in reference to nicks of 
bloodlines. I tried to explain, but the 
puzzled faces in the audience made it clear 
that my impromptu explanation had fail- 
ed. The unasked question remained in 
their minds: if you can’t get the right 
answers from the pedigrees of the best 
horses. where on earth can you get them?

PEDIGREES 


Let’s try again, first with illustrative 
examples—the dams of American classic 
winners, for instance. The inference 
drawn from the tabulation in the Thor- 
oughbred Record was that stakes winners 
were less effective than other mares, since 
they had produced only 18 per cent of 
the Derby, Preakness. and Belmont win- 
ners in the last 41 years. The missing item 
here was a control group, which would 
have shown that stakes winners constitut- 
ed only about 3 per cent of the brood- 
mare population. 


Follow the same technique of leaving 
aside the control group, and you can have 
some other conclusions: 


1) At a rough guess, all but about 18 
per cent of the classic winners listed were 
heavily infested with worms during their 
first 2 years of life. Ergo, a heavy infesta- 
tion of worms is an important requirement 
in raising a classic winner. 


2) Only 42 per cent of the dams of 81 
Kentucky Derby winners had chestnut coat 
color, and only 2.5 per cent were gray. 
Ergo, non-chestnut mares are better than 
chestnuts, and grays are practically use- 
less. 


3) The starting backfield for the South- 
ern Baptist Institute of Theology is com- 
posed of 4 players whose mothers were all 
Methodists. Ergo, Methodist mothers pro- 
duce the best football players. 


4) A majority of the richest men in the 
United States are Republicans. Ergo, 
being a Republican will make you rich. 


If these propositions sound like non- 
sense, they are—the same kind of non- 
sense obtainable from any study which 
undertakes to determine the origins of 
success by considering only the successful. 
The study does not become significant 
until it establishes the significant differ- 
ences between the origins of the successful 
and the origins of the unsuccessful. 


Almost anybody more than 40 years old 
can remember what happened in the 
Literary Digest’s last presidential election 
poll in 1932. The Digest took its straw 
vote by telephone, and got the wrong 
answer. Why? Because the people with- 
out telephones voted differently from those 
with telephones. The possession of a 
telephone was, and still is, in lesser degree, 
an indication of financial success. Predic- 
tions based only on established success, if 
they are ever correct, are correct only by 
accident. 


The Source of Error 


With one notable exception (the late 
J. B. Robertson, English veterinarian), the 
best known students of Thoroughbred 
pedigrees have accepted a_ proposition 


exactly opposite to that which I have 
stated: they have assumed that the best 
insight as to the probabilities in breeding 
good horses was to be obtained by study. 
ing the best horses of the past. 


This assumption has led to monstrous 
errors, among which I would put these 2 
at the top of the class: (1) The Bruce 
Lowe figure guide, and its extension, that 
good sires come only from “sire families”; 
(2) the theory of nicks, and its formaliza- 
tion in the dosage system. 


As an example of the certainty of reach- 
ing incorrect conclusions from the study 
of the best horses only, take the “same- 
age theory.” which got considerable atten- 


tion in’ English publications about a 
quarter-century ago. Repeated studies 


showed clearly that the number of good 
horses was in inverse proportion to the 
difference in the ages of their parents. 
That is, the greater the difference in the 
ages of the parents. the smaller the number 
of good horses. All you had to do was to 
take any group of high-class runners and 
see for yourself. Ergo, mate a stallion to 
a mare of his own age. 


The nonsense of this conclusion could 
be discovered by anyone who would 
trouble himself to continue the investiga- 
tion by using a control group. The 
parental ages for the worst horses showed 
exactly the same pattern as the parental 
ages for the best. 


It is not quite so easy to demonstrate 
the nonsense in such breeding methods 
as the figure guide and the dosage system. 
This it not because they have any validity, 
but simply because their refutation entails 
labor and time which can be put to more 
profitable uses. They have the virtue of 
having been manufactured from involved 
nonsense, and there is nothing better 
calculated to protect nonsense than the 
involvement thereof. Wrap an error, or 
a falsehood, in a thick enough layer of 
obfuscation. and the gullible will accept 
it as 24-karat truth. 


The figure guide and the dosage system 
both were based upon a study of good 
horses only—the same group of good 
horses. in general. Neither was ever 
checked by the originator to determine 
whether. or by how much, or in what 
respects. the breeding of the best horses 
differed from the breeding of other horses. 
Without a control group, these studies are 
as useless to the Thoroughbred breeder 
as the pollen count in the Easter Islands 
is to a Bostonian who doesn’t have hay 
fever. 


The techniques involved in wringing the 
truth from a mass of data sometimes are 
rather involved. sometimes relatively simp- 
le. But they can never be as simple as the 
process of obtaining error from studying 
a group of horses which already have ob- 
tained success.

He was giving the second horse |5 pounds, but 
won by 3!/, lengths. Stock Market has won at 5!/2 furlongs, 7 

furlongs, and one mile and his margin in these wins never has been 

less than two lengths. ON TRUST won stakes under top weight at 

2, 3, 4, 5, and 6. His first foals from his stud duty at Mereworth 

go to the races in 1956.
